OVER POWER RIANT PUW 


DEVELOPERS’ PLEDGE OVER POWER STATION IN NORTHAMPTON 


The company behind a power 
station proposed for land on 
St James Mill Road in North¬ 
ampton have vowed it “will 
not go to war with residents”. 

During an exclusive interview 
with the Chronicle & Echo, 
Rolton Kilbride - an amalga¬ 
mation of Rolton Group engi¬ 
neering company and Kilbride 
infrastructure developers 
- said it would only submit 
a planning application for a 
waste-to-energy station on the 
site if it had the full support of 
people from the town. 

Engineer and chairman 
of Northamptonshire-based 
Rolton Group, Peter Rolton, 
said: “We are beginning a six- 
month consultation process 
to share the facts about the 
station and gather feedback 
from residents. Only then will 
we begin putting together a 
formal planning application. 

“I will not go to war with 
residents and, if after the con¬ 


sultation they still don’t want 
the power station to be built, 
it won’t happen.” 

Mr Rolton, originally from 
Towcester, said that the sta¬ 
tion, which will collect waste 
from Northamptonshire 
households and then use a 
process of gasification to turn 
it into power and heat, will “de¬ 
centralise energy” and help to 
“break down the monopoly of 
The Big Six”. 

Profits from the privately- 
owned station will go straight 
back into the public pocket 
through a ‘community ener¬ 
gy scheme’. 

Mr Rolton said: “We will 
sell the power back at the nor¬ 
mal wholesale price and there 
will be no private stakehold¬ 
ers. By recycling this material 
we are also cutting the coun¬ 
cil’s landfill bill in half.” 

In response to concerns 
about the impact of the sta¬ 
tion on the environment, Mr 
Rolton said: “The process of 
gasification doesn’t use com¬ 


bustion so it will be releasing 
lower levels of carbon dioxide 
and monoxide that tradition¬ 
al incineration methods and 
other emissions are well be¬ 
low the national guidelines. 

“Also, by producing enough 
energy to power 50,000 homes 
per year and, many people will 
be turning off their boilers.” 

Creating that amount of 
power will require 160,000 
tonnes of material and only 30 
per cent of waste put in black 
bin bags is usable - the rest is 
sent on to be recycled. 

“We know people have 
been worried about the 
smell of rubbish being driven 
through streets and the ef¬ 
fects on congestion,” said Mr 
Rolton, “but there is actually 
no reason to drive through 
Weedon Road at all, as we can 
use the access roads into the 
industrial estate. 

“Also, we are looking into 
how we can put the nearby 
railway back into use so it can 
benefit everyone.”

A private company, which has 
not yet been named, has been 
given first option on land at 
the Westbridge Depot, in St 
James Mill Road, by North¬ 
ampton Borough Council to 
build a power station that will 
convert non-recyclable house¬ 
hold waste into power through 
a process called gasification. 

The council stressed it is 
not an incinerator. 

However, similar plans 
have been rejected by some 
councils across the country af¬ 
ter successful representations 
demonstrated that stations 
planned in those area could 
pose a risk to public health. 

Hundreds of residents of 
Eccles, in Greater Manches¬ 
ter, campaigned vigorously 
against a waste-to-energy 
power station, claiming that 
emissions could be harmful to 
residents. 

They were also concerned 


that transporting the waste 
to the station would have 
brought an extra 140 vehicles 
per hour on to already congest¬ 
ed roads. 

Councillor Lisa Stone (Lab, 
Eccles) said the local author¬ 
ity rejected the plan because 
of its potential effect on the 
Bridgewater Canal Strategy, a 
valued environmental asset to 
the community. 

She said: “It would have 
been a blight on the area. 

“Local people raised thou¬ 
sands [of pounds] to get legal 
representation against the 
plan and we visited a similar 
station elsewhere, where we 
came across one of the lorries 
carrying the waste material. 
The smell was awful.” 

Alan Brooks, chairman of 
Fresh Air Desborough, which 
had launched a ‘Stop the Incin¬ 
erator’ campaign in response 
to a successful gasification fa¬ 
cility plan for Magnetic Park, 
said: “These stations are be¬ 
coming more prevalent in 
Northamptonshire but there 
are many issues. 

“The one in Magnetic Park 
will actually import extra 
waste from up to 30 miles away 
and the energy created just 
goes into the National Grid.

“Chemical waste which will 
be produced is toxic and we do 
not feel the technology is safe. 

“ Northampton people have 
a right to protest and the bor¬ 
ough council should conduct 
a public enquiry if they are to 
allay the justified fears.”

Reformed criminal 
hails victim’s plan 


A reformed criminal who 
stopped offending after he 
came face-to-face with his 
victims, has backed a new 
programme of restorative 
justice being introduced in 
Northamptonshire. 

Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Adam Simmonds has 
commissioned Restorative 
Solutions CIC, a national or¬ 
ganisation, to help provide 
support and training across 
the county. 

Working with Northamp¬ 
tonshire charity, Ground¬ 
work, Restorative Solutions 
will work with Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police officers, as 
well as schools and colleges 
to use techniques such as for¬ 


mal meetings involving vic¬ 
tims and offenders. 

The programme has been 
funded with £95,000 of Min¬ 
istry of Justice money giv¬ 
en to the Office of the Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
(OPCC), as well as £50,000 
from the county chief execu¬ 
tives group, while the social 
financing organisation, the 
Underwood Trust, donated 
another £50,000. 

Speaking at the Restorative 
Northamptonshire launch 
last Friday, Peter Woolf, aged 
57, who has been in prison for 
a total of 18 years during his 
lifetime after committing of¬ 
fences including robbery and 
burglary, said meeting victims 
was the “hardest thing he had 
ever done”. 


He said: “I was a career 
criminal who had committed 
every offence there is, apart 
from murder and any sexual 
crimes. 

“Until 2002, my idea of 
a victim was an A4 piece 
of paper. I did not feel the 
human impact of it all. But 
when I met the victims of 
the crimes I had committed 
for the first time, it was 
the hardest thing I have ever 
done. 

“You can’t forget it when 
you are made to feel someone 
else’s pain,” he added. 

Mr Woolf said he had not 
committed another crime 
since the meeting with his 
victims 12 years and eight 
months ago and gave his full 
support to the project.

Vendetta fears as 
street hit by vandals

A spree of vandalism along St 
Giles Street in Northampton 
has left several firms pick¬ 
ing up hefty repair bills for 
smashed shop windows. 

Over the past fortnight, glass 
fronts have been shattered 
along the street by vandals 
using objects such as large 
stones and traffic cones. 

Police are now searching 
CCTV footage from the past 
two weeks to find out who 
might be responsible. 

It has left the six affected 
businesses questioning why 
the area, known for its varie¬ 
ty of independent traders, has 
been targeted. 

Jan Boreham, who owns 
the Northampton Sewing 
Studio, in St Giles Street, had 
her shop window smashed a 
fortnight ago. She said: “It’s 
almost like someone has got 
a vendetta against the whole 
street, but what have we done 
here in St Giles?” 

Michella Dos Santos, who 
owns the Magic Bean Empo¬ 
rium dessert parlour, went 


into her premises on Sun¬ 
day to find a large hole in the 
front window and remnants 
of a traffic cone strewn on her 
shop floor. 

“It has really hurt us,” she 
added. “We were forced to 
close on Sunday and Monday. 
I was gutted. Every night we 
are thinking, ‘who is going to 
be next?”’ 

Possibly over the same 
weekend, owner of Koko hair¬ 


dressers Andrew Phylactou, 
went came into his premises 
to find the front window shat¬ 
tered by what appeared to be 
a large stone. 

A spokesman for North¬ 
amptonshire Police said: 
“These attacks seem to be 
happening in the early hours 
of the morning and we would 
urge anyone who knows any¬ 
thing about the incidents to 
contact ioi with information.”

Nissan sets Pulsar racing 


Nissan is scratching a seven- 
year itch and entering a vital 
part of the car market where 
it’s been absent since 2007, 
while it’s been making a mint 
with a couple of SUVs.

Cobblers boss says constant flow of setbacks have "hurt 7 him

Chris Wilder is unable to put 
into words how much the 
Cobblers’ injuries this season 
has ‘hurt’ him as the team’s 
manager. 

Wilder lost midfielder 
Stewart Murdoch to a ham¬ 
string problem in the first half 
of Saturday’s game at South- 
end United and the extent of 
that injury should be known 
at the start of this week. 

Joel Byrom was also with¬ 
drawn with a neck injury but 
there was some positive injury 
news at Roots Hall, with Lewis 
Hornby named in a matchday 
squad for the first time since 
the 2013 play-off final, al¬ 
though he did not make it off 
the bench. 

And Wilder should have 
defenders Ryan Cresswell 
and Zander Diamond, plus 
forward Lawson D’Ath avail¬ 
able for selection when the 
team next plays, against Ply¬ 
mouth Argyle at Sixfields on 
December 13. 

But the constant flow of in¬ 
juries, at the rate of almost one 
a game this season, has hit the 
manager hard. 

“It’s hurting me more than 
anybody could ever say,” he 
said. “It’s never been this bad 


in any part of my career as a 
manager. 

“We’ll have to wait and see 
with Murdo and Joel (Byrom), 
it was just a collision where he 
couldn’t move his head and his 
neck properly so that was a no- 
brainer. 

“For a week on Saturday 
we’ve possibly got (Ryan) 
Cresswell, (Zander) Diamond 
and Lawson D’Ath back avail¬ 
able.
